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Babson Invents Novel 
Parking Meter Device 


WELLESLEY, Mass., Nov. 22.— 

Roger W. Babson, the noted 
financial statistician, has invented 
a parking meter, which, if placed 
in general use, may secure a reve- 
nue to communities from overtime 
parkers. 

His device is called a “check- 
controlled apparatus for measure- 
ment and payment on intangible 
values” and is, in effect, a sort of 
meter to be set up along the curb 
where limited parking is permitted. 
An automobile parked in svch a 
space would be connected with the 
apparatus. connection being made 
to the car’s storage battery. During 
the period of free parking the car 


may be removed at any time. But 
if the free time is exceeded, the 
device, by an electrical impulse, 


automatically locks and thereafter 
the car can be moved only by the 
insertion of a coin or coins in a 
slot of the device.

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Guarantee Gets Used Car 
Customers for Schnake

JVANSVIL ULE, Ind., Nov. 22.— 

“Public confidence in the 
dealer, the equivalent of faith in 
his merchandise, is one big factor 
which puts used car merchandis- 
ing on a payine basis and will 
keep it there. The man or woman 
who gets his or her money's worth 
are the ‘comebacks’ that make 
for better business, for there will 
always be a market for good used 
cars.” 

These are articles in the business 
creed of E. L. Sheetz, veteran used 
car salesman, and for more than a 


year manager of the used car de- 
partment of the Schnake Motor 
Company. Studebaker deaier. Four 
months ago the Schnake Motor 
Company, which grouped its nex 
and used car sales at 8th Strect and 
Powell Avenue, branched out with 
the opening of a used car market 
downtown at 106-108 Southwest 5th 
St The wisdom of the move is 
seen in that the “one man” used 
car market so far has averaged fif- 
teen used car sales a month—and 
at that for the better class of used 
cars selling at from $500 to $750 
— and occasionally as high as 
$82: 


“How is it done? By making peo- 


ple feel that they are getting their 
money’s worth with no ‘ifs’ and 
‘buts,’ Mr. Sheetz explains. “With 
such a policy I believe there is as 
big a demand today for good used 
cars as there ever was. There is no 
reason why the dealer should not 
know the condition of every used 
car he sells. If a car is not fit t 
expend the service nece ssary to get 


it into good marketable shape, it is 
not worth the dealer's time to fool 
with it The ‘as is’ transaction is 
not calculated to make the [first 
customers repeaters. Much of the 
dealer's reputation is built up on 
the quality of merch: undise he sells 
and the way he sells it.” 

Every used car sold by Mr. 
who personally handles the great 
bulk of used car sales for the} 
Schnake Company, carries a thirty- 
day guarantee, which is to say for 
a period which will reveal any and 
all of a car’s defects. All repairs, parts 
and labor are free. For a period of 
five days from date of sale the cus- | 
tomer if not satisfied with his car 
may return it to the dealer, and the 
purchase price is applied to any 
other car he is at liberty to select 
from the floor.

The committee reveals that over 
60 per cent. of total output of mem- 
bers of Rubber Growers Association 
is under the control of less than 
twenty groups of companies, the re- 
mainder being distributed over 
thirty-seven groups and 100 separ- 
ate unassociated companies. Itrecom- 
mends that the thirty-seven smaller 
groups should either combine with 
the larger groups or with each other, 
in order to form groups of a size 
equivalent to those with an output 
of not less than 4,000 tons a year.

roads of the sky 

On June 30. there wer 
country thirty-two air lines 
ing express. forty-seven carrying 
mail, and sixty-one carrying pas- 
sengers. These lines were operating 
over 29.227 miles of established air- 
ways, 10.183 miles of which were 
ighted for night flying: in addition 
,065 miles of lighted airways were 
actualiy under construction 

During the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1929. scheduled operations, 
which constitute approximately 15 
per cent. of all civil flying. had in- 
creased from 27,817 miles per day to 
69,029. 

Miscellaneous air services not 
scheduled—which include sight see- 
ing, student instruction, crop dust- 
ing. aerial photography, mapping 
passenger service, advertising, char- 
ter or taxi cab service. and several 
other classes of operations—have 
Increased so rapidly during the last 
three years that it is impossible to 
obtain authentic figures to indicate 
the progress of this class of flying 

Majcr Young estimates, however 
that during 1926 more than 18,000.- 
C00 miles were flown by miscellane- 
ous operators; that in 1927, the 
mileage increased to 30,000.000; and 
that in 1928, the total increased to 
60,000,000 miles.
